Fighting kids’ failures 


By LYNNE LOCKE 

The West End Boys’ Club ‘fights the 
failure kids feel when they can't achieve 
anything,”’ according to Ramon La 
Porte, Cucamonga branch director. 

The program uses recreation to attract 
the boys, but the real goal is to help each 
boy develop his potential, La Porte 
added. Many boys have never succeeded 
at anything. They may have trouble at 
school and at home. Some are too small 
to succeed in athletics. The boys’ club 
organizes activities so all the boys can 
participate and succeed. 

The competition for boy of the month 
provides a chance for boys to succeed 
individually, said La Porte. Each month 
the boy who has earned the most points 
through participation in activities and 
clean up receives an award from the 
boys’ club board of directors. The boy 
and his family also are treated to dinner 
by the boys’ club, La Porte said. 

Plans for 1975 include expansion into 
both Montclair and Alta Loma. The 
Upland branch plans to start bus service 
to the club from Montclair this month 
and also hopes to involve more boys from 
apartments near the club, according to 
director Stuart Heald. Other plans 
include developing a strong parents 


group to support club activities. 

In addition to providing service to boys 
in Alta Loma, La Porte said the 
Cucamonga branch hopes to provide 
more vocational training this year. Many 
boys graduate from high school but fail 
because they haven't learned any skills, 
he said. 

The club is hoping to set up a welding 
class and a music program to give boys 
skills they can use in society. By 
providing vocational training, La Porte 
said, the club can develop good 
leadership in boys who would become 
failures otherwise. 

The club helps boys develop the 
motivation to aid the community and to 
become more interested in education, 
but boys from the Spanish-speaking 
community have special problems, noted 
La Porte. Many have difficulty learning 
English and don’t do well in school. 
Others have family conflicts because the 
boys are trying to adapt to a different 
kind of life and feel their parents can't 
help. In these cases the boys’ club has to 
take a special role, stated La Porte. He 
often visits homes to talk with residents 
and checks with schools regularly 

There has been a change in the 
community since La Porte arrived in

The boys’ club often works with small 
interested groups. By gearing activities 
to the interests of a few boys, it is easier 
to encourage and counsel individual 
boys, La Porte said. 

Other programs, such as bingo night, 
are open to the entire boys’ club or the 
community. One of the Cucamonga 
branch's biggest successes was winning 
the 1972 California state soccer 
championship. That triumph won the 
team a trip to San Francisco. 

Both the Upland and Cucamonga 
branches encourage boys to be 
responsible for the equipment they use. 
The Cucamonga branch has started a 
new system to give the boys major care 
of equipment. ‘‘We don’t want to hand 
things to the kids, and the mothers’ club 
has to work pretty hard to raise money to 
buy equipment,’’ commented La Porte. 

The clubs have varied activites 
including team and individual sports, 
crafts, games and parties. During the 
summer, the clubs take field trips to the 
beach, hiking, horseback riding, 
swimming and camping. 

Membership is open to all boys aged 7- 
17. The membership fee is $1 a year for 
insurance. The club is open year around 
with full-time adult supervision. Winter 
hours are 3-8 p.m. Monday through 
Friday and 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Saturday. 

Both Upland and Cucamonga branches 
are recruiting boys for 1975 membership.

Vance VanD. says if he had it 
to do over again he'd still start 
with an old upright and pick up 
some records to go with it. 

That’s the advice he offers 
would-be phonograph collec- 
tors. 

Seated in his living room with 
ia colorful ‘‘morning glory”

'how his collection began.

California’s wine crop 
approaching ’73 record yield 


It appears now that 
California's 1974 grape crop 
will be over 354 million tons, 
approaching 1973's record yield 
(3.9 million), For America's 
wine enthusiasts, more good 
news is that some 30,000 acres 
of premium grape varieties are 
coming into bearing for the 
first time. The 1974 growing 
season has generally been 
excellent, which will also 
insure the quality of the 
California vintage. Harvesting 
is a little later than usual in 
some north coast vineyards and 
growers hope there will be no 


inclement weather before the 
crop is in. 

In the marketplace, overall 
California wine shipments were 
about level, but California table 
wine sales continued to 
increase. Shipments of table 
‘wine in the first half of 1974 
totalled over 88 million gallons, 
almost 4 million gallons more 
than the same period in 1973, a 
jump of 4.4 per cent from last 
year. Although less steep, this 
continues a trend of constant 
growth for California table 
wines, which have averaged ten 
per cent increases over the last 


a 


five years. 

In sharp contrast to this, 
sales of European wines are 
down. An article in Wine & 
Spirits, the British trade 
journal, blames sharply 
increased prices for this 
depression, while also noting 
that California wines have held 
the line better on prices 


Harry G. Serlis, president ot 
Wine Institute, the California 
wine industry's trade 
association, noted that 
prospects for consumers are 
excellent

In what seems an utterly mystifying upturn, bank loans 
to business and industry have continued to rise week 
after week to new all-time peaks — in the face of an 
obviously deepening economic slump and unmistakable 
indications that corporations are pulling back on 
spending for new plants and equipment. 

Why? On the surface of it, the increases make no sense 
at all. And Federal Reserve Board chairman Arthur 
Burns surely knew what he was saying when he explained 
that a slackening demand for credit was a key reason for 
the early December reduction in the discount rate — the

basic borrowing rate of the nation at which your 
neighborhood banks themselves borrow funds from the 
Central Bank in order to have the money to make loans in 
turn to you. 

But underneath the surface, there is a fundamental 
reason — and it’s not pretty. That reason is: 

These are increasingly what Wall Street very quietly 
calls ‘‘survival” loans. In some cases, the money is being 
borrowed by even our giant corporations to help carry 
inventories of goods built up to top-heavy levels in 
anticipation of buyers who simply haven't shown up. In 
other: cases, the money is being borrowed by big 
businesses struggling to replenish their cash balances to 

“safe” totals. In still others, the loans are truly for 
survival, for without them, the businesses would face 
bankruptcy. 

There is no comparison between this type of borrowing 
and the inflation-feeding loans of the recent past —- which 
represented money borrowed to finance major expansion 
and modernization programs and to build the inventories 
now causing so much trouble. 

And mind you, it’s big business —. that always finds it 
easiest to get money even in the tightest credit periods — 
obtaining the bulk of the loans now. Smaller businesses 
usually are near the end of the line — understandable if

not commendable at a time when lenders are trying to 
avoid undue risks. 

This is why it’s more important than ever for you to 
become thoroughly familiar with a major source ot 
credit — the Small Business Administration and its broad 
range of regular and special loan programs designed for 
you. You must meet the rules: be unable to get funds 
from a private lender on reasonable terms; qualify as 
‘‘small” under the SBA’s definition; have the appropriate 
credit standing. 

Q. How do you apply for a SBA loan? 


' A. If you are an established business, prepare a current 


balance sheet and a profit-and-loss statement for the 
previous full year and for the current period to the date of 
the balance sheet, along with personal financial 
statements of the owner and each partner or stockholder 
owning 20 per cent or more of the business. Prepare a list 
of the collateral you will offer and give your best 
estimate of its current value. 

Take the material to a bank (or in cities of more than 
200,000 population to two banks). If you cannot get the 
financing, then write or visit your nearest SBA office. 

If you are a new business, describe the type of business 
to be established and the owner’s experience and 
management capabilities. Prepare an estimate of how

much can be invested in the business and how much must 


be borrowed. 


Be ready to submit to the bank a personal financial ~ 


statement, a detailed projection of earnings for the first 
year the business will operate and a list of collateral to be 
offered. 

Q. What can you use the funds for? 

A. Business construction, conversion or expansion, 
purchase of equipment, facilities, machinery, supplies, 
working capital. 

Q. What about the interest rate? 

A. The rate on loans made directly by the SBA as well 
as SBA’s share of loans made jointly with a bank may not 
exceed 634 per cent. Within certain limits, banks may set 
the rate on loans they make to small firms 

Q. What kind of collateral is required? 

_ A. Mortgages on land, buildings or equipment; 
assignment of warehouse receipts for marketable 
merchandise, mortgages on chattels and guarantees or 
personal endorsements. In some instances, assignment of 
current receivables is acceptable. 

Q. Where can I get more information? 

A. Write to the SBA, Washington, D.C. 20416, for its

Those shady spots in your 
garden can be just as lush and 
colorful as the sun filled areas. 

-One of the easiest shade 
shrubs to grow is the greenleaf 
aucuba. It can always be 
counted on to produce a full 
mass of large, glossy green 
serrated leaves and, as fall 
turns to winter a crop of 
glistening large red_ berries. 
The greenleat aucuba grows to 
about 10 feet high at maturity. 
With a little pruning, it may be 
confined to smaller spaces. 

The greenleaf aucuba is not 
the only aucuba suited to 
planting in shady places. One of 
the most popular types of 
aucubas is the familiar gold 
dust plant. This one is heavily 
flecked with yellow variegation 
~ giving it the appearance of 
being sprinkled with gold dust. 
You apartment dwellers also 
will be delighted with this 
aucuba. Given filtered or 
indirect light, the gold dust 
plant will grow to a height of 
about three feet tall 1.:doors.
